On page 43 of the George reference preparation of alcoholic extracts of 
plants is described. The plant material is cleaned, chopped and powdered or 
macerated and then transferred to a clean flask and absolute alcohol is added. 
The flask is corked and kept at laboratory temperature for 24 hours with 
occasional shaking. The alcoholic extract is filtered. Water is added to the residue 
of the alcoholic extract. After 24 hours the water extract is filtered. The antibiotic 
value of the alcoholic extract and the water extract of the residue of the alcoholic 
extract was tested. According to Table 1 (number 93) the only antibiotic activity 
was activity of the alcoholic extract of the stem of Tinnosporia cordifolia against E. 
Coli
